the loss of his right hand in an in- 
dustrial accident. 

Bowne sustained the injury while 
showing a fellow worker how to operate 
the Stamping Machine, which stamps out 
the license plates under pressure of 
150 tons. Bowne is presently taking 
therapy at the University of Utah Med- 
ical Center, in preparation for 
4, eventual fitting of a mechanical hand. 


The injury was ‘particularly unfor- 
very ; 


tunate for Bowne, since he was a 
talented artist, and an accomplished 
musician. Since he was right-handed, 
the loss of his right hand 
double handicap. 

Despite the injury, and the chagrin 
involved in the slow process of heal- 
ing, and learning to use an artificial 
limb, Bowne has not, allowed the mis- 
fortune to warp his personality, and 
he maintains a cheerful attitude with 
regard to his future. 

Earl L. Smith, D-Block Clerk, lost 
three fingers on his left hand in May, 
1963, and was bit by the same machine 
in August of the same year, this time 
suffering the loss of three fingers on 
his right hand. He is still in the 
process of having his hand rebuilt 
through plastic surgery so that he has 
the use of a tensile thumb and fore- 
finger. 

The stamping machine has chopped a 
total of fourteen fingers, and mangled 
the hands of four inmates in the past 
fifteen years. When the number of man 
hours are calibrated against these in- 
juries, it is easy to see that the 
inmate workers have compiled a very 
good safety record over the years.

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SMOKE-OUT HELD ON B-NORTH SEGREGATION 


No one seemed to be able to find 
out exactly what caused the rumble on 
B-North Segregation on the night of 
October 18, but cons were quick to

The lieutenant on duty at the start 
of the soiree was Lt. Richard Barnhart, 
who was informed by the B-North Officer 
that some of the inmates were shouting 
and pounding on their cell-bars. When

other inmates joined in the noise- 
making festivities, and soon the cell 
block sounded like a boiier-factory in

The next morning, seven cons fz: 
the B-North unit were hailed befure 
the Disciplinary Committee, charged 
with Arson and Wilful Destruction of 
State Property---to wit, mattresses. 

Four men received twenty-nine days 
Isolation sentences, with the other 
four men receiving reprimands. 

The ruling and sentence of the Dis- 
ciplinary court irked Michael Jones to 
the point where he was alleged to have 
inflicted facial abrasions and injuries 
to the persons of Sgt. Joe Reeves and 
Officer Walt Seager. Jones was sub- 
sequently subdued, and hauled bodily 
off to the C-Block Isolation unit by 
Officers Jones and Seager, aided by 
Captain Birchell, who had been sum- 
moned on an emergency basis. 

The moral to the story seems to be 
"Try not to bring the heat at shift- 
change!'"!

Jerry McGuffey, the Culinary Clerk, 
reports that the Food Manager, Mr. Al 
Richardson, will return to work on 
January 3, 1966. Mr. Richardson has 
been hospitalized for the past several 
weeks at the Veterans Hospital in Salt 
Lake City. 

Mr. Richardson has been employed at 


the institution since 1957. He in- 
stituted the ration-system of menu

The Culinary crews work seven days 
a week, plus many extra overtime hours 


in the preparation of holiday meals, 
of which the Christmas Day and New 
Year's Day dinners are very recent 
examples.

what has always been a thankless job.

department. 


| This problem is well known, and has 
been explored at various times, but no 
satisfactory solution has ever been 
found. Both the Assignment Officer, 
Mr. Leon Hatch, and the Food Manager 
would welcome any practical suggestion 
pertaining to this problem. It: :dis 
definitely a matter for inmate thought 
and concern, since it deals with an 
item that is very dear to an inmate's 
heart---the quality of his meals.

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FOG ROLLS IN---CONS ROLL OUT 


Taking advantage of a pea~soup fog, 
James Warwick, 52, cleared both fences 
on Monday, December 6, and was well on 
his way to another successful escape. 
Unfortunately for Warwick, he was ona 
collision course with a work-crew from 
the Farm, and was grabbed by the Farm 
Officer. 

The Salt Lake Tribune blurbed the 
story in a sub-headline titled: "Felon 
Finds Fancy Flight Into Fog Foiled." 

Later the same day, a prisoner as- 


Signed to the Farm Dormitory, Gerald 
Hudson, left a dummy in his’ bed and 
fled into the fog. Salt Lake Police 
officers grabbed him a week later in 


Salt Lake, ina stakeout of a residence 
which belonged to a friend of Hudson. 

The person arrested with Hudson was 
booked on a charge of Aiding and Abet- 
ting an Escape. Hudson was returned 
to the prison, and given the full treat- 
ment usually accorded to any returned 
escapee: 29 days Isolation, Referral 
to the Classification Committee for 
a custody reduction to Segregation 
status, Referral to the Board of Par-~ 
dons for re-evaluation of release date, 
Referral to the County Attorney's of- 
fice for prosecution on escape charges. 

The combination of escapes and ex- 
tended period of dense fog caused the 
administration to declare a fog alert, 
with the attending tight 


regimen of! 
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security measures---such as feeding 
each cell-block individually, and ceil 
lock-up for all prisoners during the 
period the fog shrouded the valley. 

The "fog season"! seemed to appear 
early this year. In previous years, 
January has been noted as the month 
when dense fog would provide the im- 
petus for such mischief as snarling 
traffic on the highways, aiding cons 
to bail over the fence on bush-parols, 
and grounding all airplane flights to 
and from the Salt Lake area.

EX CONVICTS NOW ELIGIBLE FOR BONDING 


Mr. Keith Wilson, the Chief Agent 
of the Utah State Parole-Probation D7- 
partment, provided the Pointer News 
with a copy of the bonding contract 
covering persons with prior felony 
commitments, and also relayed a cover- 
letter which explains the reasons for 
inaugurating a program with provisions 
for the bonding of ex-convicts---who 
were previously excluded from obtain- 
ing any type of fidelity or surety 
bond. 

An ex-convict cannow obtain employ- 
ment that requires a bond, and thus 
have greater earning capacity, with 4 
much-improved chance of living a nor- 
mal civilian life. 

The letter from the sponsoring or- 
ganization, the Social Restoration Re- 
Search Center, is self-explanatory: 
and is printed on the following page 
in verbatim context...

Undoubtedly, you have also found that many 
employment leads are closed to ex-offenders because of the reluctance of 
insurance companies to include them under "blanket-bonding" programs. 
Individual premiums for employment-bonds are generally prohibitive and 
beyond the reach of the average offender. 


Because of your experience and awareness of these problems, we are 
happy to be able to tell you that it is now possible to supply employment- 
bonding insurance to ex-offenders. 


The Social Restoration Research Center, an organization developed to 
meet and to study the problems of people returning to society afte> a period 
of confinement in an institution (jail, prison, mental hospital) has worked 
out an agreement with Philip Gordis Associates, Inc.,* insvreance brokers in 
New York City, to provide such bonding on an individual basis. 

(*Ed. Note: This firm represents the International Fidelity Insurance Co.) 

The Social Restoration Research Center will act as coordinating agency 
for those agencies or individuals interested in participating in this 
project. The cost is nominal---%$15 per year for a $1,000 bond. There are a 
few necessary forms, and they will be sent to you, as required, by the 
Social Restoration Research Center. 


Attached are samples of two required forms, with an explanation of 
their use. The additional forus to be supplied for all bonding applications 
are: 1. Employment card (employment date and employer must be known) 

2. Certified copy of court disposition of most recent conviction. 


To a degree, this is an exploratory program. The brokers have agreed 
to become involved because they see this as an important social problem, 
and because it appears that reasonable risks are involved. As we gain 
experience and as anticipated success builds up, there is a good chance that 
benefits can be extended. 


We feel certain that you will welcome this development, and we look 
forward to receiving word from you concerning your participation in the 
project.

Not because of a shortage 
of likely candidates, but because of a 
growing list of deserving eligibles. 
For example, a half-dozen names spring 
to mind for the current issue...Among 
them: 

JOE HOFFMAN, the Show-Case Clerk, 
is a youngster who managed to outlast 
a territorial prison---the old stone- 
walled Sugarhouse prison.

GROUP COUNSELLING, 
PROGRAM REVIEWED|

I was assigned to the Sob of con- 
tacting each of the group leaders who 
cenduct group counselling classes, and 
write a comprehensive report based on 
the results of the interviews. 

Receiving absolutely no help from 
the Editor, other than a few growled 
oaths pertaining to copy deadline, I 
began requesting interviews with each 
of the personnel who were listed as 
group counselling leaders by the Pass 
Clerk. 

I anticipated the questions 
might be asked by a visitor to 
institution, and was astounded 
own lack of information on the subject. 
I therefore Prepared a questionaire 
for my own use in asking questions of 
the various group leaders who presently 
conduct group counselling classes at

"Our groups," Mr. andersen stated,

"Our program here is limited, due 
to the few inmates now involved. ‘his

group leaders. We presently have some 
fine leaders here, but it has been

It 
may very well take time, but I can see 
real progress being made by some of 
the men in my group. 

I believe that the most important 
qualification for a group leader is 
the ability to be a gcod listener, and 
at the same time encourage free dis- 
cussion.

The institutional Training Officer, 
Mr. Sam Smith, was quite enthusiastic 
about the benefits and the future of 
the group counselling program. He re- 
ported: ""The.chance for a man to ex- 
press himself, to verbalize his needs, 
and to let out his hostilities in a 
positive instead of an anti-social way 
is of great value---both to the admin- 
istration and to the man himself. 

Sometimes a person who has joined 
the group, primarily to impress the 
parole board, will find himself taking 
an active part and very soon becones 
a valuable member. I woyld like to 
see the men here entered in counselling 
groups as soon as possible after their 
arrival at the prison. As it is now, 
the turn-over in the groups is. quite 
high, and the average member is only 
in the group for a few months 
appearing before the Board of Pardons.

crew of projector operators that show 
the weekly movies. These men are like. 
firemen---they are on duty and on call 


every minute of the time the film is 
being run, but they are only noticed 
when sone thing g0es wrong or trouble 
develops. 

Despite the fact they are on the 


receiving end of howls and curses when 
ever the film breaks or the picture is 
not put in focus immediately upon the 
change-over of projectors, these men 
continue to handle a thankless job in 
@ practical efficient way, and with a 
minimum of breakdowns and expense. 
They are also falsely blamed for 
any changes in the movie schedule, or 
for cancellations of various films that 
have been booked. The truth is that 
the projectionists are not in any way 
responsible for the movie bookings, or 
the cancellation of any scheduled film. 
The movies are booked at an in- 
stitutional rate, under the conditions 
Specified by the different film dis- 
tributors. One firm will not book a 
film for the prison until ‘a percentage 
profit has been realized on the film 
from within the intermountain area. 
A given film will therefore be with- 
held for 


our use for as long as two 
years. Another distributor provides 
films at an institutional rate, but 


only in blocks of twelve or fifteen 
films at a time, thus we are obliged 
to book first-run filns along with

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"NOT REPRESENTATIVE" SaY CONS 


Some of the more vocal Pointerites 
were quite bitter in their criticisa 
of the method of selecting inmates to 
participate in panel discussions end 
symposiums of graduates and undergrads 
of the two major universities.
